There has been a most important move on 
the checker-board of the Chinese political sit- 
uation and the Cantonese have come into ‘the 
king row. The fall of Shanghai makes them 
masters of South China, and in a strong posi- 
tion to dominate all China. 
greatest commercial city of China and one of 
the most important in the Orient. With her 
great port and control of river transportation 
the Cantonese now seem able, if they have the 
men and the military ability, to dictate terms 
to the greater part of China. Their defeat 
seems only possible in case the war lords of 
the northern province should combine and 
form a great army that would overwhelm the 
present victors by superior numbers.

ever, the Cantonese general has shown great 
military skill and cannot be easily vanquished. 

However, what China needs today is not 
great armies and war lords, but statesmen who 
will pilot the people out of the present revolu- 
tionary condition and form a stable govern- 
ment. When their students come to our col- 
leges in the United States they nearly always 
take high rank. They have intelligence and 
ability and are entirely able to govern them- 
selves. With a dozen such statesmen as or- 
ganized our government and gave us a con- 
stitution — men like (Washington, Adams, 
Franklin, Jefferson—they could lead the Chin- 
ese people out of the present chaos, adopt a 
constitution, and form a representative form 
of government. 

Possibly they might not in all respects de- 
sire to follow the constitution of the United 
States, but certainly it is the best model of a 
republic that is available and it could be adapt- 
ed to the peculiarities of the Chinese mind, 
which we are told is different from ours.

On islands near the Philippines natives 
seize the foot of persons they wish to greet, 
and with it gently rub the face. The Moors . 
kiss each other’s shoulders. South Sea Is- 
landers and Eskimos rub noses and exchange 
gifts. In Dahomey the inhabitants salute ac- 
quaintances by twisting the knuckles of the fin- 
gers until they give forth a loud resounding 
snap. 

In ancient Rome, where every man was a 
warrior ‘‘ How is your strength ?’’ was the cus-

There is a Mohammedan precept—Koran, 
Chapter 1V—that says, ‘‘When you are salut- 
ed with a salutation, salute the person with a 
better salutation, or at least return the same, 
for God taketh account of all things.”’ 

lt would be difficult to improve on the 
Frenchman’s greeting: ‘‘I am charmed and 
enchanted to meet monsieur!’’ ° 

In Spain friends greet each other with the 
words, ‘‘Gentle sir, you are weleome!’’ When 
parting ‘they say, ‘‘God remain with you!’’ or 
“The blessed angels bear you company!”’ 

The Germans ask, ‘‘How do you find your- 
self?’?’ When a guest arises from the table 
they express the hope that he has had a hearty 
meal and that he will find himself the better 
for the cheer of the repast. 

The Italians have ‘three different forms of 
salutation: For the morning, ‘‘God give you 
a good day!’’ For the afternoon, ‘‘God give 
you health!’’ . For the evening, if it is late, 
““God give you the goodness of the night!’’ 

In England, up until the seventeenth cen- 
tury, ‘the kiss was the common form of greet- 
ing to acquaintances and strangers alike. 
Shaking the hand was a mark of very close in- 
timacy or high favor. 

‘*Peace be with you!”’ is the wish of the 
Oriental. 

As nations depart from their early simplic- 
ity of manners much that is meaningless and 
farcical enters into their ceremonial greetings 
and other forms of politeness.

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Develop the Safety Habit 


An accident death toll in the United States 
of over 80,000 persons killed each year is use- 
less, says Lewis A. DeBlois, director of the 
Safety Engineering Division of the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters. 
He says accidents are caused and do not hap- 
pen. 

‘‘Are ‘accidents’ what we term them? Ex- 
cepting those of natural origin—earthquakes, 
cloudbursts, cyclones, etc.—industrial exper- 
ience of recent yegrs points clegrly to the con- 
clusion that they are not. The industrial 
safety movement (‘safety first’) has shown 
over and over again that accidents are pre- 
ventable—not merely some sorts of industrial 
accidents, but all sorts. If, then, they are pre- 
ventable by human agency, they are evidently 
not accidents at all. 

‘““‘While we know comparatively little of 
accidents outside ‘the industrial field, it is cer- 
tain that fires can be greatly reduced. We 
know that while some automobile drivers have 
many accidents, others driving under similar 
conditions have almost none. 

‘‘Onee the safety habit is established, it is 
not difficult to maintain. Instead of interfer- 
ing with normal work, safety efforts promote 
production. Both quality and quantity of out- 
put are improved, as well as general efficiency 
and industrial harmony.’’
